DISCUSSION RE 
PAYING FINES 



Dean Moyse and Leading Under- 
graduates Meet. 



COLLECTION IS DIFFICLUT 



Students Are in Favor of Hav- 
ing Fine Taken Through 
Bursar's Office. 



Representatives of the Undergradu- 
ate Societies of iho different faculties 
and members of the Students' Council 
in conference yesterday with Dean 
Moyso, chairman of iho Committee on 
•Morals and Discipline, were agreed 
that the best possible way In which 
the fine imposed upon first and sec- 
ond-year students for damage done to 
the Molson House at the time of the 
encounter on October 22, could be col- 
lected, would be through the Bursar's 
office. 

In opening (bo meeting, Dr. Moyse 
said that lie was always anxious when 
Sports Day arrived, and that in his 
opinion the time lias come tor such 
displays to cease. 

The Committee on Morals and Dis- 
cipline were Hilly aware of the fact 
that the disturbances were happily 
free from destruction of private prop- 
erty and trouble with the police, but 
as University properly was damaged, 
the students were liable to such penal- 
ties as the commit teu should see fit to 
Impose. He was very glad (hat these 
two serious iliings were not pari of 
the trouble. The question was bow 
best to collect the fine from the stu- 
dents. 

The students present were the fol- 
lowing: A. S. Lamb, president of the 
Students' Council; S. Vinoberg, rep- 
resentative to the Students' Council 
from the Faculty of Law; G. Lindsay, 
representative to Students' Council 
from Science; S. Ci. Baldwin, represen- 
tative to Students - Council from Medi- 
cine; II, it. Morgan, representative- 
elect to Students' Council from Arts 
(in absence of C, J. Tidmnrsh) ; \V. S. 
Sutherland, president, Science Under- 
graduate Society; J. E, Affleck, presi- 
dent of the Medical Undergraduates' 
Society; F. W. Hackctt, vice-president 
of Law Undergraduates' Society. 

W. S. Sutherland naid that he bad 
spoken to various .men in the first and 
second years, and the prevalent opin- 
ion was thai the only way out of the 
difficulty was to have the fine taken 
out of the caution money, or an as- 
sessment levied through the Bursar, 
Some do not favor the idea of a fine, 
ho said, adding that the Science Un- 
dergraduates' Society had put itself on 
record as disclaiming all responsibil- 
ity for the arfairs, as the matter.wnlch 
concerned all Faculties, should vest 
with the Students' Council. 

That the money could most easily 
be raised through (lie medium of Lbu 
caution money was the contention of 
J. E. Affleck, who staled that through 
absence from the Medical Huildiug lio 
had had an opportunity to discuss Iho 
matter with the first and second-year 
men. He was not in favor of the Un- 
dergraduates Societies collecting tio 
money, as he thought this would meet 
with a great deal of difficulty. He 
also pointed out that the oociety bad 
no means of compelling I he men to 
pay the money. 

The students of the first and sec- 
ond years in Law found a champion in 
S. Vincberg, who claimed that both 
years previous to the disturbance had 
passed resolutions not to take parr, 
and (hat, furthermore, the second-year 
men were always classed as juniors, 
and as such took part in Juuior year 
activities. 

The Dean agreed that the Law stu- 
dents should not, contribute to the fine 
If they had decided not to take part in 
the affair. 

Messrs. Baldwin, Lindsay and Mor- 
gan were of the opinion that the fine 
should be collected through the Bur- 
sar. 

A. S. Lamb said that it was his per- 
sonal feeling that if the Undergradu- 
ate Societies feel that ihey will have 
difficulty in collecting the money. It 
should be collected through the. Bur- 
sar. This was the simplest plan in his 
opinion. 

Dr. .Moyse thought that if the Un- 
dergraduate Societies found it Imprac- 
ticable to collect the fine, notices 
should be posted after the Christinas 
holidays, stating that if the assess- 
ment Is not paid by a certain date, a 
certain penalty, such as suspension 
from lectures, would follow. The Law 
students, he said, had placed them- 
selves on solid ground and had acted 
perfectly fair. 

A further meeting of the Committee 
on Morals and Discipline will be ne- 
cessary to decide upon the matter. In 
the meantime, it. is understood that 
the chairman of the committee is to tic 
communicated with by the presidents 
of the Undergraduate Societies as to 
the best methods of collecting the fine.

A very largely attended and enthus- 
iastic meeting of the Medical Society 
was held last night in tho Assembly 
Hall. All of the five years were rep- 
sented, and this fact, together with the 
excellent programme, accounted for 
the success of the meeting. 

The minutes of the previous meet- 
ing were read and adopted. 

Mr. O'Rcgan '!«. the delegate to the 
Queen's dunce, reported a most hos- 
pitable reception at Kingston, particu- 
larly by (he Queen's proper. 

Mr. Desaulniers '17 moved, "Thai 
the executive or the Undergraduate 
Medical Society communicate with the 
proper authorities at the Royal Vic- 
toria Hospital and inquire if tho road 
lending from Pine avenue lo the stu- 
dents' entrance at. the hospital would 
be repaired as ft sidewalk. And dur- 
ing the winter months that a path he 
kept opened for the convenience of 
the students." 

Mr. Fabien Poulin 'Hi rendered in 
splendid voice two vocal selections, 
ably accompanied by Mr. G. Sanders. 

At this point, Professor Oertel, the 
speaker of the evening arrived, and 
was formally Introduced by the presi- 
dent. 

Dr. Oertel then proceeded with his 
subject, "The Relation of Science to 
Medicine." His .matter was the con- 
census of world-famed authorities, 
supplemented by the careful personal 
observation for which he is universal- 
ly known. The subject was dealt with 
in a masterly and pleasing manner as 
follows: 

The relation of science lo tho prac- 
tice of medicine concerns every one 
of us, whether we are first-year "medi- 
cal students, or practitioners, or pro- 
fessors. It is not a new subject, for 
it has, on account of its great import- 
ance, been recognized and treated in 
its various aspects many times, and 
by able exponents. 

No one doubts to-day that science 
has profoundly modified medical 
thought and practice; thnt most of our 
advances in medicine nnd surgery rest 
on the shoulders of tbe laboratory in- 
vestigators; nay, more, it may be just- 
ly claimed that our modern structure 
In theory and practice of medicine 
grew directly out of the scientific lab- 
oratory; for Virchow, tho founder of 
our pathology, as well as Pasteur, 
Koch, Lister, Behring, Khrlich. to 
mention only a few names, created not 
only the theory but the practice of 
modern medicine and surgery in the 
laboratory. That point is generally, 1 
believe, admitted, and I would only 
tiro you by taking up and rehearsing 
once more what is now common know- 
ledge, and may be found in every med- 
ical text book, and in any address on 
this subject delivered during the last 
ten or fifteen years. 

But there is one phase in the rela- 
tion of science to medicine which Is 
still much under discussion, and of 
which I wish to speak to you to-night. 
This is the position which science 
holds in the education of the practis- 
ing physician. 

It is not uncommon to-day to find 
men who bold that the training of a 
physician may be either scientific or 
practical, thus establishing a contrast 
between the science and practice of 
medicine. These representatives (and 
they are quite numerous) apparently 
look upon science as a store or shop 
for knowledge in facts, theories and 
hypotheses; scientific teaching as de- 
livery of these goods, and hold that 
too many of them rather hinder than 
help the practitioner in the perform- 
ance of his duties. 

Now, It will, I believe, be admitted 
by every sensible person without hesi- 
tation, that a large number of dead 
facts and theories, stuffed into a brain 
like straw into a dead animal by the 
taxidermist, have about an equal 
value. They may serve an ornamen- 
tal purpose, but. they remain dead, 
useless, and take up altogether loo 
much space In the limited brain ca- 
pacity of the human race. An Indi- 
vidual thus prepared may sometimes 
shine as a marvel of knowledge; he m, 
to uso Mr. Dooley's expression, well 
trained as a walking encyclopedia of 
useless information, but. be is not sci- 
entific. For information alone is not 
science, neither are observations made 
on a rabbit or guinea pig necessarily 
scientific (as some seem to thiuk),nor 
arc all observations made on the hu- 
man animal by a practitioner of medi- 
cine, just because be is a practitioner 
unscientific. 

The truth is that the great value of 
science and scientific education to 
medicine lies in a much broader and 
wider aspect than in the narrow mem- 
ory of facts and theories; It lies in the 
scientific method of thought, nnd tn 
the development of the scientific at- 
titude of mind. 

Experience has shown that, whether 
wc arc physicians trying to diagnose n 
disease or understand a patient, or 
historians or philosophers Investlgat- 
ing phases of human life, or labora- 
tory -workers observing a reaction in 
a test-tube, or looking at a slide un- 
der a microscope, there is only one 
method which leads to our goal, only

But a University is something 
more than a classical aroma, however important that may be. It 
is a place where young men go with the idea of preparing them- 
selves for life. It is the training-ground of a nation's leadership 
and should always be a spot where personality is fostered and 
character established. That cannot be accomplished in any vague 
way; certainly not by cramming for examinations and an oc- 
casional nervous interview with an irritable professor.

Lieut. Evans was a son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Lorenzo Evans, of «5 St. Ursule 
street. Quebec. He was educated at 
McGill, graduating in applied science 
in 1911. He entered upon his profes- 
sion as a mining engineer, and went 
to British Columbia, where he was at ; 
the outbreak of the war. He then, 
with several other mining engineers 
in the Kootenay District, enlisted as a 
private, joining the 1st Field Company 
of Engineers. 

He had a brilliant career at the 
front, being mentioned in despatches 
last June. In July he was promoted 
to lieutenant for meritorious services, 
beltiK attached to the 3rd Battalion, 
and later transferred to the 1st Brig- 
ade, Mining Section. 

TJn November 2?,. Lieut. Evans was 
dangerously wounded, and sent to 
base bsopltal for treatment, but on 
Wednesday his father at Quebec re- 
ceived a cable announcing that he had 
succumbed to bis wounds on De- 
cember 6. 

A sad feature is that Lieut. Evans 
died before the arrival of his mother 
and brother. Mrs. Evaus, with her 
son, Mr. George Douglas Evans, of 
Montreal, left as soon as possible 
after receiving word of Lieut. Evarjs' 
wounds.

Editorial Notes 



Large maps of the war area in Europe have been placed on 
exhibition in Schermerhorn Hall, Columbia University. These 
maps show in great detail the features of terrain which military 
commanders must take into account in executing their man- 
oeuvres. Many of the maps are official charts constructed by the 
French Bureau d'Aviation for its aeroplane service. The rest were 
made for the National Geographic Magazine. 

The charts drawn for the aeroplane service are carefully con- 
structed. They reveal that an aviator flying 3,000 feet above the 
ground can by reference to these ways tell exactly where he can 
procure gasoline and spare parts for his machine, over what vil- 
lages to fly high to avoid being impaled upon a church steeple, 
where an aeroplane shelter can be found, what places should be 
avoided in landing and other interesting data necessary to the 
safety of aeronaut and machine. The infantry maps record every 
little lane and road and the various rises and depressions of 
ground. Several excellent maps of Paris and the vicinity are in 
the collection. 

What is to prevent McGill from exhibiting similar maps and 
charts ?

one method which leads to truth, as 
far as we human beings may approach 
it, and that is the scientific method. 

Unless its principles are accurately 
followed, we are plunged into a sea of 
Individual ideas and speculations 
which possess no objective 'or lasting 
value to any one. 

Let us then pay some attention to it 
this evening. 

What is the scientific method? A 
definition of the scientific method is 
best given by naming its parts. These 
are: 

1, Observation and determination of 
facts. 

2. Criticism and application of these 
facts. , 

The latter again consists of three 
components: 

(a) Appreciation of fact". 

(b) Marshalling of facts. 

(c) Interpretation of facts. 

All of these constantly interact, but 
for convenience's sake let us look at 
them independently. 

J. Observation and determination of 
facts. 

Nothing seems, at first sight, easier 
than to see, but to see and observe 
correctly arc two very different things 
and rarely met with without careful 
training. 

Every one of us is familiar with 
that. One of the most difficult things 
to do is to describe an object in full 
view without naming it. I may put 
an organ on the table — say, for in- 
stance a liver or a kidney — and ass 
an untrained student what it is, and he 
will najne it; but when I ask him to 
describe it, be not only hesitates, but 
then furnishes a description which is 
Incomplete, often lacking in apprecia- 
tion of the essential characteristics, 
and overestimates insignificant details 
so thut it may be impossible to recog- 
nize the organ from the description. 
Herein lies a danger for all of us. 
The untrained mind forms few sup- 
erficial impressions ot" an object or 
occurrence; then, without troubling 
the intellect further, adds by memory 
associations the rest, and hastens to 
form a complete conception, that Is, to 
name it. 

But it is a difficult matter, requir- 
ing thought, self-restraint and time, to 
first observe carefully and completely 
and then finally catalogue matters un- 
der a name. 

How often do we find that we are 
wrong because we failed in our ob- 
servations, because of a time-saving 
device of our mind, or sheer laziness, 
or a wish, we depended upon parts of 
observation, instead of the whole? We 
all are guilty of this many times. And 
we all have experienced the disap- 
pointment at a bad result because we 
are negligent in our observations. 

This is not by any moans confined 
to the average mind or person. The 
history of medicine abounds with ex- 
amples which illustrate that, either 
entiro lack of or deficient observation 
is nt'u n the root of Ignorance, 

Allow me to illustrate these to you. 

We know a number of diseases 
which are tenned functional because 
it has not been possible to find or- 
ganic or structural changes in them. 
Formerly these diseases were numer- 
ous. Dut gradually their number has 
decreased by the discovery of definite 
changes in certain organs which form- 
erly had escaped notice. Take, for ex- 
ample, the relation of the pancreas to 
diabetes. We know now that the pan- 
creas has a very definite relation to 
diabetes, and that at least the major- 
ity of cases show at autopsy a wcll- 
recognlzcd atrophy of that organ. 
This escaped observation of careful 
Investigators until the end of the last 
century, and it cannot be attributed to 
improvements in technical procedure, 
for this discovery is a perfectly simple 
observation, which now once made, is 
made by every ono who looks for It. 

In 1896 Livlngwood described two 
cases of cancer in the mouse in Am- 
erica, but up to fifteen years ago no 
cases had been observed in England 
or in Germany. To-day over one 
thousand mouse uunora have been ob- 
served in two laboratories in EngU.id 
and Germany alone. Why? Mice wera 
used by hundreds of laboratories be- 
fore, but that observation was negat- 
ed until brought to its proper Iocjs. 
The same is true of many other dis- 
eases, of man and animals. My friend 
Prof. Oashford Informs me, for In-, 
stance, that cyrrhosls of the liver and 
cancer of the liver In cows are ex- 
tremely frequent, two diseases which 
were thought to be almost entirely 
confined to man until a short tuue 
ago. 

There are numerous other examples 
which show us that seeing and observ- 
ing are not Identical, and much is 
lost by lack of observation. 

Much worse than the results of ab- 
solute omissions in observations are 
those which depend on deficient and 
erroneous or improper data. These 
mislead, and thus are frequently 
coupled with misinterpretation. Here 
we enter upon the consideration of 
the second part of the scientific meth- 
od, namely: 

2. Criticism and application of 
facts. 

To put this In other words, we must 
not only see things as they really are 
with all their facts, but appreciate 
them In their true value and Import- 
ance, marshal! them and interpret 
thrm. Uut every one's life In general, 
and the history of medicine In partlcn- 
uar, are filled with examples to the 
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contrary. If one reflects upon the 
positive mistakes of human intellect, 
one finds that perhaps the largest 
number result from deficient or im- 
proper facts, either alone or coupled 
with erroneous appreciation and in- 
terpretation of their value. We find 
in these that undue attention is paid 
to unimportant details, and that thus 
the main issues are overlooked and 
lost sight of. 

The foundation of homeopathy was 
essentially due to such double mis- 
takes. Hahneman made the correct 
observation that certain drugs which 
in large doses produces certain symp- 
toms, as ipecacuanha causes vomiting, 
may in small doses alleviate similar 
symptoms, and he concluded therefore 
simllla simllibus curantur. His od- 
servations were correct as far as they 
went, but they were deficient, being 
only parts and rather unimportant de- 
tails of the whole, and he misinter- 
preted and therefore misapplied his 
observations; for he. in the first place, 
took the symptoms of the diseases for 
the diseases themselves, and in the 
second place, thought that by alleviat- 
ing symptoms the diseases were cured. 
Everybody knows to-day that ipeca- 
cuanha is not going to cure cancer of 
the stomach, and cannot even control 
the vomiting in cancer of the stomach. 
If Hahneman had been belter ac- 
quainted with the facts of pathological 
anatomy and histology, which were 
then, it must be admitted, only In their 
infancy, such a mistake could not 
have been made by him. This ac- 
counts also for the acceptance of this 
doctrine by some of his contempor- 
aries. 

Again, his idea that the physiologi- 
cal effect of a drug (Its potency), may 
be Increased by diminution in dose, 
instead of increase, was partly, at 
least, proper observation. 

At his time it was the habit to dose 
the victims of diseases so heavily that 
they often became the victims of their 
medicine. Not Infrequently ten to fif- 
teen drugs in various combinations and 
in large doses were prescribed. 

Hahneman observed quite correctly 
that patients did better with fewer 
drugs and In greater dilution. This 
was correct and natural. But it was 
wrong to formulate from this a law 
that the potency of a drug Increased 
Inversely with the dilution, which 
went so far as to practically proclaim 
that a drug dissolved in the harbor of 
Montreal and filled In bottles in the 
harbor of New York has tremendously 
increased its potency in its travel I 
from Montreal to New York through 
the waters of the ocean. 

We laugh at such matters to-day, 
because science and the more scien- 
tific method of thought have Improved 
our whole attitude of mind concern- 
ing natural phenomena. 

But only fifty years ago they were 
serloHisly discussed. 

And here I touch now upon the 
question which more directly concerns 
you as the rising medical generation, 
namely the value of scientific train- 
ing to you as medical practitioners. 

I have often heard it expressed that 
the medical practitioner, particularly 
the country practitioner, needs less 
scientific training than his more am- 
bitious brother In the city, for a prac- 
titioner need not be a scientist. But 
as I have already told you the value 
of your scientific education does not 
depend alone upon whatever may be 
directly translated into practice, but 
in moulding you into scientifically 
thinking physicians. 

For you should approach your pa- 
tient with the certain method and 
moral force of a scientist, no matter 
how humble a practitioner you are, 
and your patient will be the better 
for It. 

If you cannot command this attitude 
of mind, you are no longer a physician 
practicing your profession, but a 
tradesman who trades in medicine; a 
man not much better than the quack, 
who by superficial observation and 
improper criticism remains at a low 
mental and moral level all his life. 

He cannot think, because he docs 
not know how, and often forms a dis- 
gusting example of arrogant ignor- 
ance. 

There Is one other benefit which 
thorough scientific training confers 
before you start upon the career of 
your life; all knowledge Is relative. 
It is, therefore, impossible for you 
to say that you wish to cram the cer- 
tain and useful knowledge which you 
need for practice, then lock your 
brain, so to speak, and dispense these 
contents during the rest of your lives. 
I say this is impossible, for knowledge 
is Living and changeable, and under- 
goes constant evolution, sometimes 
pausing, sometimes regressing, often 
progressing, but always moving. 
Everything flows said, your remember! 
t ho Greek philosopher Heraclltus, I 
and we to-day appreciate It thorough- 1 
ly, nearly two thousand years after 
he said It. 

You who will shortly graduate are 
called upon to take part In the prac- 
tice of medicine for at least the next 
twenty-five years, and you will stand 
alone. Without the sound Judgment 
derived from scientific education, how 
will you pass on and value, the vari- 
ous changes which will occur in medi- 
cine during your nctlve life? Will 
you" be satisfied to be antiquated In ten 
years, helpless and hopeless in a new 
era? 

We still witness to-day this condi- 
tion Of many practltlonei-B who, not 
having enjoyed what you enjoy in your 
education to-day, have been unable to 
follow the tremendous advances of the 
last ten to fifteen years. This is what 
you ought to avoid. Your mind ought 
to be kept open, receptive, and be 
trained to pass a Just and efficient 
criticism on what may be brought for- 
ward during the rest of your career. 

If that had heen more generally ap- 
preciated in the pant (sects of medi- 
cine and quackery would have disap- 
peared In America long ago, as they 
have practically disappeared on the 
European continent) I might add that 
the country practitioner needs this 
Just as much, and perhaps more than 
his col'oague in the city. He is more 
Isolated, must meet emergencies of- 
tener alone, and really carries a great- 
er responsibility towards the com- 
munity than his brother in the city. 
Few of you will perhaps enter the 
scientific or academic career, but all 
of you should forever be scientific 
physicians. 

Now apart from these results and 
benefits which are derived from scien- 
tific training. Ihere are lastly some 
others, which, while they are not so 
evident or plain, are of equal import- 
ance. Whatever increases your mental 
vision aids you in a better understand- 
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Ing of human nature and Hie, even 
if it is not of immediate practical ap- 
plication. 

It broadens you. It keeps you open 
minded, it makes you more sympathe- 
tic with the world and worldly events, 
and thus gives you mental freedom, 
peace of mind, and a better perspec- 
tive and insight Into your patient. Not 
all of us can carry the torch of 
Prometheus, but we all should carry 
sparks of the everlasting flame wher- 
ever we go. 

And here then, as end, is the crown- 
ing achievement of scientific think- 
ing; it makes you realize, that you 
yourselves are not machines, but 
thinking and feeling men. 

Mr. F. J. Scully '17, after paying a 
deserved tribute to Dr. Oertel of the 
popularity and esteem In which he is 
hrld by all the undergraduates in 
Medicine, moved a vote of thanks, 
which was seconded by J. R. Dean, 
'18. 

Mr. K. E. Dlmick. '19, delighted 
everyone present, with his unbroken 
chain nf popular melodies. Dr. Chip- 
man Lnd Dr. Scane both spoke brief- 
ly. These two profpsaors are ever 
popular with the students, and their 
presence at the meeting added much 
to the pleasure and success of the 
gathering. 

At this point refreshments were 
served in abundance. 

The meeting was called to order 
and Mr. Stevens, '16, presented a case 
report.
